1B Can Strike Both Old Young; More Older Men Hit Than Women

Whether young or elderly, advancing fraily due to aging

One of the popular miscon-
ceptions regarding tuberculosis
is that the disease usually af-

flicts younger people only, and

owing to this belief many older
persons do not consider it
necessary to protect them-
selves against it in any way.

Formerly tuberculosis did
chiefly afect young people
under 20 years of age, but that
is no longer true. In the cur-
rent trend, more and more in:
dividuals in the middle and
older age groups become ill
with this' disease,

Following a deterioration in
the physical condition such as
may occur from chronic illness,

However, a poor (physical
condition also makes any per-
son more susceptible to tuber-
culosis.
